Los Angeles, Cal., January 22.—Ruth- 
erford Page, 24 years old, a Yale grad- 
uate, registered from New York, and 
flying as one of the Curtiss aviators, 
was instantly killed when he fell 150 
feet today on Dominguez field, a few 
moments before the close of the third 
day’s program of the third interna- 
tional aviation meet. 

Page was endeavoring to “turn on a 
pivot,” when a swell of air over the 
hangars caught his planes. He made 
an effort to regain his balance, but 
evidently fearing the aeroplane was 
beyond gontrol, gave up, and when 
about sixty feet in the air jumped 
clear of the machine and fell flat into 
the plowed ground. According to the di- 
rectors, he was crushed to o death. ‘ 

First Flight as Licensed AViator.

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BEER WAY FLOOD 
“RY” TERRITORY 


Under the Protection of the 
U.S, Supreme Court 


Washington, January 22.—Liquor in- 
terests today won a far-reaching vic- 
tory in the United States supreme 
court by a decision that railroads must 
carry beer when offered for transpor- 
tation into “dry” counties of another 
state. The decision affected particu- 
larly shipments from Indiana _ into 
Kentucky. 

Justice Lurton, who announced the 
court’s decision, also laid down some 
limitations on the jurisdiction of the 
interstate commerce commission. He 
upheld the action of shippers in going 
before judicial tribunals to test the 
validity of the laws rather than to 
the commission. He said that the 
commission had jurisdiction over ad- 
ministrative questions and matters of | 
fact, but the courts over questions of 
general law. 

What Has Been Determined. 

Justice Lurton declared decisions of 
the supreme court had “undisputably 
determined: 

‘“Phat beer and other intoxicating 
liquors are the recognized and legitt- 
mate subjects of interstate commerce. 

“That no state can forbid any com- 
mon carrier to transport such arti- 
cles from a consignor in one state toa 
consignee in another. — 

“That until such transportation is 
concluded by delivery to the consignee, 
such commodities do not become sub- 
ject to such legislation restraining 
their sale or transportation.” 

He explained that the Wilson act 
subjecting such liquors to State regula- 
tions, although the liquor was in orig- 
{nal packages, did not apply before 
actual delivery to the consignee where 
the shipment was interstate. 

History of the Case. 

The case arose when the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad. Company re- 
fused tocarry beer offered by the F. W. 
Cook Brewing Company, at Evansville, 
Ind. The railroad declined the ship- 
ments because a Kentucky law of 1906 
forbade bringing intoxicating liquors 
into local option districts, 

The United States circuit 
Indiana enjeined the railroad from 
refusing to transport beer, on the 
ground jthat beer was a commodity, 
and that the Kentucky statute, if it 
attempted to regulate interstate com- 
merce, Was no defense for the railroad’s 
refusal. The court of appeais for the 
seventh circuit affirmed this decision. 

“Valid as a regulation of intrastate 
shipments, it never was effective as to 
interstate shipments to ‘dry counties,’ ”’ 
said Justice Lurton today in sustain- 
ing the lower courts

NEGROES WERE ACCUSED 
OF MURDERING HADLEY 


Hadley, Who Was a Well-to- 
Do Planter, Was Shot Sun- 
day Afternoon While Sit- 
ting in His Home—Negroes 
Held on Suspicion—About 
Hundred Men in Mob. 


January 22.—-A mob 
of 100 men tonight broke into the 
Harris county jail here, overpowered 
Jailer E. M. Rabbitson and took four 
negroes—three men and one woman— 
out and hung them to trees one mile 
from town. Then they riddled the 
bodies with bullets. It is estimated 
that 300 shots were fired. 

Sunday afternoon, a week ago, while 
Norman Hadley, a well-to-do unmar- 
ried farmer, was sitting in his home, 
a shot was fired through the window, 
and he fell dead. That afternoon four 
negro tenantse—Belle Hathaway, John 
Moore, Eugene Haming and “Dusty” 
Crutchfield—were arrested, charged 
with the murder. 

The Sheriff Not at Home. 

Sheriff Hadley, who is an uncle of 
the dead man, feared no lynching, and 
tonight he is in Columbus. 

Public sentiment, however, had been 
crystallizing here all day today, and 
by nightfall there were a great many 
country people in Hamilton. Their 
number was constantly augmented, and 
by 9 o'clock fully 100 men had congre- 
gated in front of the courthouse, in 
which the jail is located. 

Despite the pleas of Jailer Rabbit- 
son, they advanced on the calaboose, 
and, 
the doors down. 

Negroes Were Hustied Out, 

The terrified negroes were hustled 
out at the point of guns and marched 
outside the town. There they were 
quickly strung up. Immediately their 
writhing bodies because silhouetted 
against the sky, revolvers and rifles 
blazed forth, and fully 300 shots were 
firea Lefore the mob dispersed and left

GIGANTIC PROFITS 
BY STEEL COMBINE 


Made As Result of Controlling 
Ore Railroads, 


Washington, January ——Unreason- 
able profits are made on iron ore of 
the lake region, excessive earnings 
flow into the treasury of the United 
States Steel Corpcration from its ore 
transportation facilities which sug- 
gest the necessity, from the standpoint 
cf public policy, of segregating the 
ore railroads frcm the giant corpora- 
tion, and large inter-company profits 
are made by consolidated ore, iron and 
steel companies, according to a pre- 
liminary report on the cost of pro- 
duction in the steel industry, by Her- 
bert Knox Smith, commissioner of cor- 
porations, made pubDlic conight. 

The report was presented to Presi- 
dent Taft and sent to the house com- 
wittee on ways and means for cunsid- 
eration in connection with the pro- 
posed revision of the _ steel tariff 
schedule, upon which the democrats 
will caucus tomorrow. 

“The prices of lake ore,” 
declares, “have béen Kept for many 
years at an unreasonably high level, 
compared with the cost cf production 
and the cost of investment in the 
producing ore properties.” 

Segregation of Ore Roads, 

In connection with the alleged ex- 
cessive profits realized by the Steel 
Corporation from its ore railroads, 
Ccommission2r Smith says the control 
‘f public agencies of transportation 
carries with it such possibilities of 
abuse that the yuestion is. raised 
“whether the public interest in this 
industry does not require a segrega- 
tion of the ore railroads from the Steel 
Corporation.” 

The report is based upnon an investi- 
gation of tw )-thirds of tne country’s 
production of iron and stecl, from 1902 
to 1906, inclusive. Limited data fat 
1902 to 1910, Mr. Smith adds, inakes it 
clear tnat these five-year figures sub- 
tantially represent present conditions 
also. 

“In so far as the Steel 
joys monopolistic power,” the report 
States, “it lies chiefly in its hchklings 
of ore and its railroad transportation 
facilities.” 

This company, the report declares, 
has acquired unduiy large ore re- 
serves, holding at the close of 1910 at 
least fifty years’ smpply, at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption, exchusive of 
the Great.

At his death he was 
succeeded by Newton Hall, who was 
pastor of the church for more than 
fifty years. The last pastor of the 
church was F. B. Meyer, remembered 
here as a speaker at the Bible confer- 
ence. Dr. Meyer resigned three 
years ago on account of poor health 
and since that time the church has 
been attempting to get Dr. Broughton.

Georgia’s general assemblv will meet 
in called session at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row for the purpose of inaugurating 
Governor Joseph M. Brown. 

It is expected the legislature will be 
in session two days, though there are 
some of.the members who think the 
work it has to do could easily be fin- 


ished in one. 

The first day, however, will proably be 
given to counting the vote and declar- 
ing the result of the election of Jan- 
uary 10, and to appointing the neces- 
sary committees to arrange the formal- 
ities in connection with the inaugura- 
tion. 

The inauguration will, it is expected, 
take place Thursday morning at i1 
o’clock, and by 12:30 or thereabouts, 
the legislature will be ready to adjourn 
sine die. 

This was, in brief, the program fol- 
lowed by the called session of the leg- 
islature which, in 1883, inaugurated 
Governor Henry D. McDaniel, elected 
following the death of Governor Alex- 
ander H. Stephens. 

Governor Slaton will, it is expected, 
send in a brief message as to the rea- 
son for the call, and -will include in it 
the list of pardons and paroles he has 
granted since going into office. The 
governor is required by law to make 
this report. 

With the exception of the inaugura- 
tion and matters pertaining to it, the 
legislature cannot transact any busi- 
ness at this session.

Once, at least, the presi~ 
dent dented that cabinet officers had 
urged him to oust the postmaster gen- 
eral from his official family, because 
of alleged anti-Taft activity, and vfs- 
ltors who talked with the president 
gained the impression that he had not 
the slightest doubt of Mr. Hitchcock’s 
loyalty. The president was reported 
tonight to have said that if his post- 
mastér general had proved disloyaf he 
would be the “most badly fooled man 
in the country.” He was willing that 
his attitude toward Mr. Hitchcock be 
made public. 

Effort te Feree a Break. 

Some of the president's advisers 
were inclined tonight to the view that 
a concerted effort was being made to 
force an open break between Mr. Taft 
and Mr. Hitchcock, so that the latter's

Congress Probers Are Resolved 
to Have All Facts 


Washington, January 22.—James J. 
Farrell, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, protested before the 
Stanley steel investigating committee | 
today against unnecessary publicity of. 
manufacturers’ cost of steel products: 
in this country as ruinous to foreign 
trade of domestic manufacturers. The 
steel corporation president discussed, 
also, with the committee the “Gary 
dinners” and ideas of trust regulation, 
Which differed somewhat from’ sug- 
gestions previously made by Elbert H.; 
Gary, executive head of the steel] cor- 
poration, Andrew Carnegie and others. 

President Farrell asserted that che 
“Gary dinners,” at which steel man- 
‘ufacturers assembled to discuss the 
trade, had no influence in fixing or 
maintaining prices, though he thought 
they had influence in 
Stability of the market. 

‘I do not believe,” he said, “that the 
prices of any two steel manufacturers 
in the United States today are alike.’’ 

Destructive Competition Gone. 

“Why has Judge Gary said that the 
day of competition has passed?’ asKed 
Representative Beall. 

“I think he referred to destructive, 
competition,’”’ said Mr. Farrell. “As a. 
matter of fact, steel prices today are 
very low. There is no doubt that rep- 
resentatives of some corporations soon 
to be made will show that they are not 
getting the cost out of present prices.” 

“Are you one of the apostles of this 
new cult of industrialism advocating 
government control of corporations as 
Suggested by Judge Gary, Mr. Carnegie 
and others?’ 

“T believe that there should be pub- 
licity of corporations, that this should 
shew profits and losses and gener‘ 
conduct of business,” said President 
Farrell. “I think that there shouid 
be a supervising board, but I believe 
that it would he impracticable, almost 
impossible for a government board to 
fix prices, even to fix maximum prices. 
To determine the cost of articles man- 
ufactured in the steel business alone 
requires a corps of hundreds of ex- 
perts. 

“ft would have a supervisory board 
which woula have authority to inves- 
tigate all corporations for the pur- 
pase of preventing not unusvally high 
prices, but unusually low rates, which 
would result in reduced wages and 
impairment of plants.” 

He Jabs at Carnegie. 

Mr. Farrell said he did not believe 
that the Sherman law should be re- 
pealed, but that it should be clarified 
so that business men would know ex- 
actly what to do under it.

While winte.: tourists stopped at the 
hetel, it was during the summer that 
the social season was at its height, 
end muny Atlantans have visited the 
hotel during that time, owing to its 
easy access for a business man to 
spend the night and Sunday, returning 
to Atlanta in time for business Mon- 
day. 

Scene of Chautauqua. 

Henry W. Grady, just before he died, 
Organized a chautauqua, which was 
held for two months on the grounds 
of the hotel property. Some of the most 
noted men in the country at that time 
took part in it, among whom were 
the late William Mc&Ainley, who Was 
a congressman at the time, and spoke 
on the tariff questior: Koger Q. Ml1iis, 
ct Texas, and Thom g Neison Page. 
These men were all guests of the hotel 
during their stay. Private John Allen 
also spent his summers there. The 
chautaqua existed only one summer, 
tnanough.

PROPOSED TO CUT TAX 
ON BUTTER SUBSTITUTES 


Washington, January 22.—An oleo- 
margarine bill which would re-name 
all butter substitutes as “margarine’ 
would reduce the tax to 1 cent pound, 
and probably lower the price of butter 
substitutes was introduced today by 
Representative Lever, of South Caro- 
lina, chairman of the souse subcom- 
mittee on agriculture, which has been 
investigating the subject. 

The measure embodies the subcom- 
mittee’s views, based on_its inquiry, 
and on advice from the internal reve- 
nue bureau. The revenue, under the 
present law, approximates $550,000, 
and treasury officials estimate that at 
the uniform rate of a cent a pound, 
more than a million dollars in reve- 
nue will be raised. 

Though its fundamental purposes 
was not to reduce the cost of living, 
but to prevent the sale of ‘moonshine 
oleomargarine,” it is pointed out tuate 
10 cents a pound tax has been the pre- 
text for a higher price for the food- 
stuff, and that with butter prices soar- 
ing in the markets everywhere, the 
measure would benefit the immense 
number of people who knowingly use 
the substitute. 

It would require the margarine to 
be put only in original packay s of 
one-half and 1 pound, to be conspicu- 
ously marked “margarine,” with heavy 
penalties for renewing the revenue 
stamp. The l-cent tax wuold be 
against the present 10 cents a pound 
for colored and a quarter of a cent per 
pound for uncolored margarine.

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FLAGLER, A MASTER BUILDER. 


Yesterday the first through passenger train from New York 
to Key West pounded over 128 miles of rail that span the sea 
between the mainlard of Florida and the little island city. Crawl- 
ing into its farthest-south terminals it marked the materialization 
of the dream of Henry M.’Flagler, octogenarian, whose construc- 
tive work for Flotida has done more for the development of that 
state than would have been done by ordinary commercial process 
in half a century. 

The projection, construction and completion of the Key West 
over-sea extension of the Florida East Coast railroad in them- 
selves comprise an engineering feat and a boldness of imagination 
and finance, probably never approached in the world’s annals. 
Flagler had been bred in that school of American millionaires who 
made good by seeing things in the large. He concluded to build 
a railroad from key to key, crossing miles of tumbling, hurricane- 
whipped sea from land’s end at Florida, to the last one of the coral 
reefs, upon which sits Key West. He did not ask, eight years ago, 
if the road would pay. He only asked if it could be built. When 
the answer came in the affirmative, orders for construction’ were 
forthcoming. What millions this cross-seas line has eaten up, what 
lives it has clatmed, what engineering precedents it has broken, 
only the close student of the project knows. 

Flagler did not go to Florida until he was 55 years of age. 
Already he had accumulated a fortune, done superman’s work, 
according even to our herculean American standards. But, at 55, 
he started on a second career. What he -has done in developing 
the Florida east coast, in galvanizing an entire people into realizing 
their opportunities, is one of the first romances of American achieve- 
ment. Building for himself, he has built for others, and in building 
he has left a monument for himself that will endure forever.

We talk of art: we claim to be 
lovers of it, yet time and again 
tures are shown which come under the 
head of world famed art treasures, and 
comparatively few people go to see 
them. This indifference makes it im- 
possible to build up a Knowledge of 
art or to establish schools for it, and 
the southern boy or girl realizing ar- 
tistic talent feels that the first step 
is to go somewhere else for training 
and development; then to stay away 
for compensation for the talent when 
developed.

food law and demands of congress ac-)} 


‘tion to change the method jn the de-} 


partment of agriculture by which thie! 
law is now applied. 
Secret Contract Changed. 

The’ so-called Wiley investigation 
arose from the charges made in the 
agricultural department that Dr. Wi- 
ley; Dr. W. D. Bigelow and Dr. L. F. 
Kebler, all of the bureau of ga gi 
had secretly arranged with Dr. H. H. 
Rusby, of New York, so that the later } 


need work only 80 days in the year 
for an annual salary of $1,600. This 
was declared to be a deliberate evasion 
of the established limit of $9 per day. 

“We find from the evidence that the 
charges have not been -established,” 
Says the committee report, “but on the 
contrary, that the accused. officials 
were actuated throughout solely by a 
desire to procure for the bureau of 
chemistry an efficient assistant in the 
person of Dr. H. H. Rusby, under terms! 
and conditions which those officials 
belleved to be in entire accord with 
the law, regulations and practice of 
the department of agriculture.”’ 

The report of the committee on ex- 
penditures in the agricultural depart- 
ment is signed by all of the members, 
democrats and republicans alike. It 
declares that Dr. Wiley and his asso- 
ciates communicateg the facts of Dr.| 
Rusby’s employment fully to Secretary 
Wilson. It holds, however, that the 
contract for the employment of Dr. 
Rusby is technically illegal and rec- 
ommends that congress make specific 
provision for the employment of ex- 
perts in the agricultural department. 


Wilson Misconstrued the Law. 
“The administration of the pure food 
law began with a policy of negotiation 
and compromise between the secretary 
and the purveyors of our national food 


report. 

“Your committee does not question 
the motives or the sincerity of the sec- 
retary of agriculture whose long serv- 
ice as the head of the department of 
agriculture has heen a signal service 
to the American people. From the be- 
ginning, however, the honorable secre- 
tary has apparently assumed that his 
duties in the proper enforcement of 
the pure food law are judicial in char- 
acter, whereas tn fact they are wholly 
administrative and ministerial. 

“This misconstruction of the law is 
fundamental and has resulted in a 
complex organization within the de- 


partment of agriculture and in the| 


creation of offices and boards to which 
have been given, through executive or- 
der, power to overrule or annul the 
findings of the bureau of chemistry.” 
Shoul@g Heve Full Power. 


Charges were made during the com- 


mittee’s hearings that the work of Dr. 
Wiley and his associates was revised; 
and often rejected either by Solicitor 
McCabe, or by the Loard of food and 
drug inspection of which Mr. McCabe, 
Dr. Wiley and Associate Chemist Dun-| 
lap were the members. The position of 
Dr. Dunlap was variously stated to be 
cordinate with, and superior to, that 
of Dr. Wiley, who was supposed to be 
the supreme officer of the bureau. 

The committee recommends that the 
chief of the bureau be given the full 
power, which the law suppose him to! 
have, over all the employees of the} 
bureau; that the board of food and 
drug inspection be made up entirely 
from within the bureau of chemistry 
and that the power of the solicitor to 
pass upon the findings of the bureau 
of the chemistry be withdrawn. 

The Remsen referee board, around 
which much of the investigation cen- 
tered last summer is held to be legal- 
ly constituted, but its activities as a 
supervising power over the bureau of 
chemistry are to be declared outside of 
the law. This board was created by 
President Roosevelt and is composed 
of eminent chemists, to whom are re- 
ferred debated questions arising under 
the pure food law. It reversed Dr. Wi- 
ley’s findings on benzoate of soda. 


MOTOR ICE BOAT GOES 
140 MILES AN HOUR 


Rochester, N. Y., January 22.—A mo- 
tor ice boat, Luilt along the general 
lines of an ice boat but fitted with an 
aeroplane engine and propeller, has 
attained a speed of nearly 140 miles 
an hour in tests on Irondequoitt Bay 
during the past few days. The boat 
is the invention of Lyman J. Seely, a 
manufacturer of aeroplane’ engines. 
Irondequoit Bay is about eight miles 
long and the distance was covered in 
about four minutes, allowing for slow- 
ing down of the engines. 

The engine and propeller are at- 
tached to tne front of the boat, which 
has two runners in front and one be- 
hind, the steering being done by a 
wheel attached to the rear runner.

_ These were some of the observations 
of C. D. Jameson, a Red Cross engi- 
neer, sent to inspect the famine dis- 
trict in China and to report on the pos- 
sibility of flood prevention in the Hwal 
valley. The appalling conditions apply 
to nearly 3,000,000 people, and unless 
outside relief is instantly forthcoming 
it is declared thousands of these must 
die before the scanty new crops are 
ripened and gathered. 

Consul’ General Wilder, at Shanghai, 
has seconded Mr. Jameson’s appeal in 
a letter directed to Miss Mabel T. 
Boardman, of the American Red Cross, 
in which he declares that bad as was 
the situation last year, new elements 
have entered into it to make it worse 
and to justify. another appeal to the 
Red Cross and through it, to charitable 
Americans. 

Three dollars, gold, would provide 
work for one family and save it from 
starvation for a month. Fifteen dol- 
lars would carry a family through 
until. the barley harvest. Notwith- 
Standing the rebellion, police and mili- 
tary protection

A reassuring feature, according to 
Mr. Wilder, is that in the future the 
Chinese government itself will be in 
better condition to take care of its 
own people. The revolution in part 
is attributable to the inability of the 
old government to grapple with fam- 
ine conditions and whatever form the 
new government may take, the miti- 
gation of famines will be a distinct 
feature of the program.

“The present famine conditions are 
inextricably entwined with the rebel- 
lion. Industry is generally interrupt- 
ed, shops closed, more or less, every- 
where; there is anarchy to a great de- 
grees; much looting and insecurity of 
possessions. It is inevitable that 
within a few weeks the conditions 
will be very dreadful.” 

The Red Cross has acted immediate- 
ly and sent out an urgent appeal for 
contributions.

Excessive Profits on Ore. 

The excessive profits on ore, the re- 
port says, handicap effective competi- 
tion in the production of pig tron and 
steel by concerns which must go into 


| the open market for their ore. 


The transportation profit. of 60 
cents a ton realized by the steel cor- 
poration on its own ore over its prin- 
cipal ore-carrying railroads ang in 
lake vessels from 1902 to 1906 was 
“grossly excessive,” the report al- 
leges. As evidence of this, it is 
added, the corporation recently re- 
duced the rates on its two principal 
ore roads. 

Large inter-company profits, the 
report says, were revealed by the ex- 
amination of the many companies 
linked up under one control through 
various subsidiaries, ore mines, blast 
furnaces, steél works, etc. These 
component parts of one interest, it is 
charged, treated each other as unal- 
lied concerns, charging a profit as 
the material went from company to 
company in the process of manufac- 
ture. ' 


Steel Rails as An Illustration. 
Citing steel] rails as an illustration, 


the report shows the cost of manufac- 


ture from the raw materia) to the 
finisheg article in a comparison be- 
tween the “book cost” of the corpora- 
tions, which includes the inter-com- 
pany profits and the actual cost. The 
commissioner emphasized the fact, 
however, that the reasonableness of 
profit in this connection must be de- 
termined in connection with the total 
investment of an integrated company. 
After going through the various 
stages of inter-company § treatment 
the “book cost” on heavy Bessemer 
rails was 21.27.
